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To  the  Chairman,  and.  Councillors  of  the  Langport  Rural  District 

Council, 

Miss.  Dickinson  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1950. 

The  report  showes  steady  progress  in  housing,  sixty  were 
completed  during  the  year  and  a  considerable  advance  was  made  with 
Stage  II  of  the  Eastern  Parishes  Water  Scheme.  I  regret  I  cannot 
report  any  progress  towards  the  provision  of  a  satisfactory  sewage 
disposal  works  in  Langport. 

During  the  year  the  district  experienced  its  worst  epidemic 
of  Infantile  Paralysis.  The  majority  of  cases  have  recovered  with 
no  ill  effects,  but  some  are  still  receiving  treatment  at  hospitals 
and  clinics.  Each  case  that  occurred  wasvigoroualy  investigated, 
but  no  definite  mode  of  spread  was  discovered. 

I  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  present  state  of 
sanitation  in  your  parish  schools.  Of  the  21  schools  in  the  area 
a  third  still  have  bucket  type  closets  and  only  8  have  water  borne 
sanitation.

SECTION  A. 

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General  gives  the  estimated  population  of 
Langport  for  the  mid  year  1950  as  13,010.  There  has  been  a  small 
but  steady  increase  in  population  in  the  lost  few  years. 

Birth  Rate 

The  birth  rate  (11.9  per  1,000)  of  the  area  shows  an  alarming 
fall  since  last  year  and  compares  unfavourably  with  that  of  15.8  for 
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England  and  Wales.  By  coincidence  it  is  exactly  the  sane  as  the 
death  rate  and  unless  there  is  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  next 
few  years  your  population  will  be  adversely  affected. 

Details  will  be  found  in  Appendix  A.  Table  I. 

Death  Rate 

At  11,9  per  1,000  it  is  slightly  higher  than  the  figure  of  11.6 
for  England  and  Wales  for  1950. 

Heart  disease  caused  even  more  deaths  than  last  year  and  it 
alone  accounted  for  more  than  a  third  of  all  deaths.  The  main 

caused  of  death  are  shown  in  Appendix  A.  Tablo  II. 

Infant  Mortality. 

Only  4  deaths  occurred  this  year  compared  with  15  in  1949.  The 
rate  of  25,6  per  1,000  compares  favourably  with  29,8  for  England  and 

Wales . 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  cases  of  maternal  mortality  during  the  year. 

Social  Conditions 

The  social  services  were  unchanged  during  the  year  and  there 
was  little  unemployment. 


SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinic 

There  was  one  clinic  held  monthly  at  Curry  Rivol,  Parents 
and  children  are  collected  from  outlying  villages  by  bus  and  brought 
into  Curry  Rivel  in  time  of ’the  clinic  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each 
month.  I  think  more  mothers  should  avail  themselves  of  this  service. 
Apart  from  regular  weighing,  advice  on  feeding  problems  etc.  they 
can  get  their  children  immunised  and  vaccinated  at  the  child  welfare 
clinic • 

Details  of  attendances  are  shown  in  Appendix  B,  Table  I.  . 
Immunization 

This  has  been  done  by  Private  Practitioners  in  the  area,  and 
also  by  myself  at  the  Curry  Rivel  Clinic  and  in  schools.  At  the 
clinic  I  immunized  against  whooping  cough  as  well  as  diphtheria. 


Health  Visiting 

Two  health  visitors  work  in  the  area  and  they  have  keen  extrono- 
ly  active  in  following  up  dofocts  found  in  school  children,  and  any 
cases  referred  to  then  by  hospital  clinics.  They  also  visit  all 
Tuberculosis  cases  in  the  district. 

Maternity  Services 

Donicilary  Midwifery  is  perforr.iod  by  district  nurses  who  call 
•m  the  patient  *  s  General  Practitioner  when  the  need  arises.  Patients 
needing  a  hospital  bed  arc  sent  to  Taunton.  There  are  no  -anti- 
natal  clinics  in  the  area, 

Hone  Help  Service 

Tnis  service  continues  to  function  snoothly  and  has  been 
invaluable  at  tines  of  confinenent  and  illness.  A  n  area  organiser 
visits  each  hone  requesting  help,  assesses  the  need  and  typo  of  work, 
and  then  sends  along  a  suitable  worker. 


School  Medical  Service 

Since  last  year  there  has  boon  an  alteration.  f  no  longer 
inspect  all  schools  in  the  area. 

Do t ails  of  ny  visits  are  shown  in  A  ppendix  B.  Table  II. 

The  Sanitation  of  your  schools  loaves  a  great  deal  to  be 

desired.  Of  the  SI  schools  in  the  aroa  18  havo  water  in  the  school, 

but  only  8  havo  wator  borne  sanitation.  Pour  schools  havo  swan  typo 

closets  which  employ  peat.  Those  work  very  well  if  treated  correctly. 

Two  havo  coss  pits.  Tho  roanining  seven  schools' havo  bucket  typo 

lavatories.  Thoy  are  enptiod  usually  onco  weekly  and  the  'night-soil' 
trenched. 

Tho  blane  for  this  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  cannot  bo 
put  solely  on  tho  Sonorset 'county  Council.  Many  of  the  schools  which 
aro  in  nood  of  now  sanitation  aro  still  m  tho  hands  of  tho  parishes. 
Others  havo  only  recently  boon  taken  over  by  tho  County  Council. 

Thoy  havo  boon  faced  with  tho  problem  of  a  largo  number  of  schools 
all  over  the  County  which  havo  boon  nogloctod  duo  to  lack  of  funds 
for  years,  and  now  havo  to  try  and  make  up  tho  leeway.  Much  has  boon 
done  in  tho  way  of  rodocoration  and  structural  repairs  to  tho  buildings, 
but  so  far  little  inprovenent  has  boon  affected  in  the. sanitation. 

Details  can  be  found  in  Appendix  B.  Table  III. 


School  Dental  Service 


I  regret  there  has  been  no  inprov orient  in  this  area  during  the 
year  and  only  a  fov;  of  the  schools  now  recoivos  a  dental  inspection. 
Ophthalmic  Service 

All  school  children  with  visual  defects  were  seen  regularly  by 
the  County  Oculist  and  suitable  treatment  given. 

National  Assistance  Act. 

No  case  was  brought  before  the  Courts  during  the  year,  but  some 
cases  wore  persuaded  to  move  into  hospital  somewhat  reluctantly. 
Ambulance  Service 

The  Langport  A  mbulanco  was  used  on  180  occasions.  Mr.  Shire 
continues  to  organise  this  service,  and  wo  arc  indebted  to  him  for 
his  efficient  work.  Details  are  shown  in  Appendix  B.  Table  IV. 

SECTION  C. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

A  summary  of  the  notifications  will  be  found  in  Appendix  C. 
Table  I. 

There  was  a  small  epidemic  of  chicken  pox,  but  much  more- 
alarming  were  the  13  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis,  Curry  Rivcl 
was  particularly  badly  hit  having  6  cases  in  a  very  short  time. 

Other  cases  occurred  in  Somorton  and  the  Keinton  Mandevillo  Area. 

The  majority  made  rapid  and  complete  recoveries,  but  a  fov;  arc  still 
attending  orthopaedic  clinics. 

SECTION  D. 

ENVIRONMENT AL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

( a)  Sanitary  Circumstances 
Climatic  Conditions 

The  year  was  very  wet,  rainfall  being  abnormally  heavy  and 
flooding  severe  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Viator  Supply 

Good  progress  was  made  in  extending  the  main  supply  to  the 
Eastern  Parishes  and  the  village  of  Pitney  was  connected  to  the 
Compton  Durville  supply  In  November. 
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The  supply  to  Long  Sutton  was  uns atisf actory  at  tines  and 
restrictions  had  to  he  inposed. 

Routine  sampling  was  done  throughout  the  year  and  details  of 
the  results  are  shown  in  Appendix  D.  Tablo  la  and  To. 

Reference  to  Appendix  L.  Table  II  will  show  the-  present  state 
of  the  public  supply  and  the  number  of  houses  relying  on  wells. 
Sewage  Disposal 

I  regret  to  report  that  despite  the  repeated  advice  of  your 
officers  no  progress  has  been  made  towards  the  provision  of  a 
satisfactory  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Langport. 

Good  progress  was  made  with  the  extension  of  sowers  in  Somerton 
Public  Cleansing 

This  is  done  by  direct  labour.  Three  parishes  being  visited 
weekly,  four  fortnightly  and  eighteen  parishes  once  per  month.  The 
parishes  receiving  a  collection  once  per  month  have  been  unhappy 
with  their  lot.  Unfortunately  with  the  forces  at  his  disposal  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  is  quite  unable  to  give  more  frequent  collections 
and  if  they  are  required  ho  must  have  more  labour  and  another 
freighter. 

Factories  Act. 

The  statistics  are  shown  in  Appendix  D.  Table  III. 

(b)  Housing 

Details  of  tho  progress  made  during  the  year  are  shown  in 
Appendix  D.  Table  IV. 

60  houses  wore  completed  during  the  year.  This  was  a  consider 
able  advance  on  last  year. 

( c)  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Tho  Council  co-operatc-d  in  the  National  Clean  Food  Campaign. 
Films  and  lectures  were  held  In  Langport  and  Somerton.  Tho 
attendances  were  meagre.  Byelaws  controlling  the  handling, 
wrapping  etc.  of  food  were  adopted  during  the  year. 

Milk  Supplies 

The  Somerset  County  Council  sampling  officers  obtained  all  the 
samples  of  pasteurised  milk  from  premises  in  this  area,  and  all  tho 
samples  of  T.T.  and  undcsignated  milk  were  also  obtained  by  tho 
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County  Sampling  Officer  from  Schools  in  the  Rural  District. 

Details  will  ho  found  in  Appendix  D.  Table  V. 

Ice- Crean 

Sampling  was  done  at  intervals  and  the  details  are-  shown  in  . 
Appendix  D.  Table  VI. 

Meat 

There  is  no  slaughter  house  in  the  area  in  use  under  the  Ministry 
of  Food,  One  in  Langport  slaughters  horses  for  human  consumption. 

All  125  s'laughtoro'd  were  inspected..
